MINE VICTIMS 


Total Number of Bodies 


Found Has Now 


Reached 41 


Records Indicate 79 Are 


Still in the Shattered 


Mass 


Dawson, N. M., Feb. 10.—Covered 


fcrith a thin blanket of snow, Daw- 
ion 
this morning continued to 


search for her dead i nthe torn re- 
cesses of mine No. 1, owned by the 
Phelps Dodge corporation which was 
wrecked Thursday by an explosion. 
With the recovery shortly after six 
o'clock this morning of five more 
bodies in the shattered passageways 
the total dead has reached 41. 


Official figures say there were 


122 men in the mine when the ex- 
plosion occurred. Two emerged yes- 
terday unharmed. Seventy-nine still 
remain in the mine. 
The "work of recovering the bodies 
is proceeding rapidly today. 
New 


ehifts of workers are entering the 
tunnel every few hours and repair- 
men are working step by step with 
those who are searching the ruins 
for additional bodies. Only a small 
knot of spectators stood about the 
mine entrance early today. Two days 
of realization of the enormity of the 
catastrophe have given relatives 
and friends of the entombed miners 
a spirit of resignation which is re- 
flected in their unemotional demean- 
er.The first of a series of funerals 
which probably will continue for 
days will be held this afternoon. 


The~arrival today of two United 
States bureau of mines rescue cars 
was awaited eagerly by the work- 
weary forces who have been combing 
the underground net work of pass- 
ageways. 
Undertakers at one 
temporary 
morgue and the city morgue have 
worked incessantly preparing 
the 


bodies thus far recovered for burial 
B.nd aiding in identification. Through 
It all, Dawson maintained a stoic 
resigned, unmotional silence. 
Investigation after the terrific de- 
tonation, which rent the interior of 
th» vast workings like tissue paper, 
revealed that the center of the blast 
apparently was near the heart of the 
mine. 
Its cause still 
was unex- 
plained today. The victims apparent- 
ly died instantly. 
Among the victims were men who 
had spent virtually their entire lives 
taping the underground wealth of 
the southwest. 
During the night, workers pene- 
trated to a depth of more than 4,000 
feet into the main tunnel, clearing 
the shaft as they went and filling 
up and stopping crevices, crosscuts 
to-'fair little the flow of fresh air 
and expulsion of gasses.. 
Separate funeral services were to 


be held today by Dawson pastors for 
victims whose bodies had been re- 
covered 
A coroner's jury which bgan its 


work last night resumed this morn 
Ing the viewing of the bodies and the 
Investigation of the disaster. 
DELAY INVESTIGATION 
OF MINE EXPLOSION 


Cumberland, B. C., Feb. 
10.—In- 
vestigation of an explosion of fire 
damp in mine number four of the 
Canadian Collieries (Dunsmir Llhi- 
ted) near here Thursday night, the 
death list of which stood this morn- 
ing at 33 has been halted to await 
clearing of extensive masses of fall 
en rock. 
No explanation had been offered 


for the tragedy today. An explo- 
sion last August in the same m'ne 
took 13 lives was attributed to ig- 
nition of fire damp by an electric 
spark that flashed 
when a cable 
leading to an electric drilling ma- 
Ctime brolie. The nearest electric 
machinery, a pump and a compres 
sor, was a hundred feet from Thurs 
day night's explosion and neither 
device was in operation. 
A corner's jury 
impanelled last 


night viewed the bodies of 31 vie 
tims and adjourned until February 
1. An Investigation has been or- 
dered by William Sloan, British Co 
lumbia minister of mines. 
Fourteen of the bodies recovered 
wers of white men and seventeen of 
them Chinese. Two Chinese are be- 
lieved to be dead in the mine.

British debt settlement agreement, 
:he time of senate action on it was 
problematical. The house approved 
;he debt" agreement yesterday by a 
vote of 291 to 44, only one Republi- 
can joining a minority of the Demo 
cratic members in opposition. 
The house voted approval of the 
British debt funding agreement by 
an amendment to the exisiting fund- 
ing statute which not only would 
authorize the American debt com- 
mission to make settlements "simi- 
lar but not more favorable in terms" 
with the other debtor nations. The 
vote followed four hours of general 
debate on the British debt agreement. 


TWO AIRMEN ARE 


KILLED IN TEXAS 


San Antonio, Tex., Feb. 10.—Fun- 
eral services will be held tomorrow 
for Lieut. Frank Honsinger, 27. and 
Sergeant Joe Kelley, both of Kelley 
Field, killed late yesterday when the 
combat plane from which they -were 
dropping bombs in the war maneu- 
vers being enacted before Brigadier 
General William F. Mitcher assist- 
ant chief of U. S. army air service 
fell near Laredo, Texas. 
Lieut. Honsinger, a native of 
Baltimore, Md., had been in the 
aviation service since 1917. He served 
with distinction in the world war. 
Sergeant Kelley, a Texan had been 
in the army for years, the last four 
of which he served in the technical 
division of the air service.

EGGS IN MICHIGAN 


Crystal Falls, Mich., Feb. 10.— 


Seven eggs, dark blue in color and 
about five inches in diameter, 
were unearthed on a farm near 
Mastodon, recently by Ivan Pe- 
trotski, while engaged in blasting 
stumps, it was learned here to- 
day. Shells of the eggs gave -out 
a metallic sound when struck 
^\ith a sledge hammer. One of 
them was broken and showed a 
perfect stage of preservation, it 
was said. The Smithsonian insti- 
tute will be asked to analyize the 
eggs, one of which is to be incu- 
bated by Petrotski. 


American Commander Is 


Said To Have Tried 


Diplomacy 


London, Feb. 10.—The latest in- 


formation from Constantinople as 
well as from diplomatic quarters 
here indicates that nothing impor- 
tant has developed in the situation 
at Smyrna, where the foreign war- 
ships are said to remain in defiance 
of the order from Angora. 
There 


is no confirmation of the report that 
the Turkish officials at Smyrna have 
reached an agreement with the allied 
naval commanders whereby the sta- 
tus quo will be maintained pending 
diplomatic negotiations. 
The Constantinople correspondent 


of The Telegraph tells how the com- 
mander of the American destroyer 
Litchfield met the Turkish order to 
leave Smyrna 
The dispatch sa>s 


that the vessel's commander admit 
ted to the governor of Smyrna that 
the Litchfield 
registered 
slightly 


more than 1,000 tons, the limit set 
by the Turks, but explained" that de 
stroyers nowadays were necessarily 
fairly large ships and that he would 
like to stay 
The commander, how- 


ever, supported this answer by add- 
ing that "if permission was refused 
he had orders to remain any way 
and pointed out that it would be 
much pleasanter not to have any 
trouble 
The governor there upon 
gave his consent, the correspondent 
adds.

Nevertheless a few minutes before 
the expiration of the time limit the 
jLitchfield took a turn outside the 
harbor and then,re-entered the for- 
bidden waters. 
Dispatches from Washington on 
Thursday said that the 
destroyer 
Edsall was the only American naval 
craft at Smyrna and that she as a 
matter of fact slightly exceeds the 
1000 
ton mentioned in the Turkish 


order. 
The American 
destroyers, 
naval officials said aie at Constant- 
inople and six more are on duty in 
Turkish waters.

have appeared, the 
physician announced but as a safety_ 
.measure Mrr -Donatley xull be re- 
quired to keep to his room for sev- 
eral days longer. 


In view of the governor's illness 
hearings on the case of Mayor Vogt 
of jMassillon whom the governor sus- 
pended recently has been postponed 
from next Tuesday to Feb. 20 it was 
said at the executive office. Hearings 
for other Massillon officials charged 
with lax law enforcements, set for

J A. Meckstroth, the governor's 
secretary, who also has been ill with 
the same malady, was reported as 
improved today.

Premier 
Poincaire of France and foreign min- 
ster Jaspar of Belgium at a confer- 
ence here today drafted a brief note 
o this effect which was immediately . 
delivered to the German embassies 
n Paris and Brussels.

De- 
troit and Portland, Maine, reported 
decreases of less than five-tenths" of 
one percent.

1 chicken or young fowl, cut in 


pieces for serving 


1-2 cup bacon dice or 
1-4 cup olive oil 
2 teaspoons salt 
2 teaspoons paprika, 
1 onion, medium sized 
1 clove garlic 
1 green pepper 
2 cups tomato 
2 quarts water 
1 cup rice (well washed) 
Sprinkle the pieces of chicken with 


.the paprika and try in the bacon fat 
or oil mceiy,.l3rowned. In remaining 
fat. fry the onion, thinly sliced; the 
garlic, finely cut; the green pepper, 
cut in strips, and the rice. When 
rice is 
yellow, place all with the 
chicken in a kettle, add water and 
tomato and cook slowly until chicken 
is tender and rice is soft. In serving, 
turn rice on to platter, and on it lay 
the pieces of chicken. The rice will 
take up the liquid, leaving just 
enough to make it moist- 


Note: The quantities of salt and 
pepper may not toe sufficient. Always 
season more to taste.
